LIMA, Peru, Oct 4 {Jl^-aovem- 
mcnt troops held full control over 
the port of Call a 0 today after 
amaahlng a bloody revolt by sallon 
and civilians. 

The Insurgents, who selied and 
used the full firepower of worships 
tmi heavily armed naval tmtalla- 
Uons at Collao, Lima's port 
launched the revolt early yesterday. 

By late last rUght government 
Infantrymen, supported by tanks 
and fighter planes, had rooted the 
rebels out of their fortified strong- 
holdj and apparently had captured 
them alL 

Ther« was no official Indication 
of Ihe number of casualties or of 
how many persons took part hi the 
revolt. All accounts Indicated, how- 
ever, the number of dead and 
.wounded was large. An army au- 
thority aald there were so many 
casualties that trucks probably would 
ba used to augment ambulances In 
carrying them a way. 

The government of President Jose

ITIE MEAT PACKING SUIT 
It may be coincidence that we have 
many apectacular developments on the eve 
or our elections, but the public must get 
akcptlcal at tlmca -ncverthelcsa. 

Swift L company, largeat packing Ilrm In 
the United Statos. has pulled no punchci In 
taking exception to the suit which the United 
States department of Justice has nicd against 
the country's leadlnfr meat packers. The suit 
charges the companies with- monopolistic 
practices In the purchase of livestock and. In 
the sale of meat and meat products. 

When news of the suit was first released 
by the government. It would come a* a 
tural reaction In the mind.-! of the pcoplL 
-'that such an action was probably Justified, 
Judging from the high prices of meat. 

Swift <t company, however, diol not let that 
Impression go unchallenged. 

"Such chaises are absurd," said John 
Holmes, president. In a communication ad 
dressed to all employes In the Swift organ^ 
laatlon. "This is clearly Indicated by the fact 
that a special grand Jury,. at the request of 
the department of Justice, investigated simi- 
lar charges for several months In 1M7 and 
1{I48. After this thorough Investigation, tha 
grand Jury was discharged without returning 
an Indictment against the packers— proving 
that there was no basis for an Indictment." 

Pointing out that Swift & company has not 
Tlolatcd any law. Holmes continued 

"It Is significant that the charges appear 
at the beginning of thla fall's political cam- 
paign. Apparently an attempt is being made 
to shift responsibility for inflationary nrico 
trends. 

"Livestock and meat prices are governed 
by the Interplay of competition— free choice 
buying and selling— between millions of con^ 
sumers bidding for available meat supplies; 
thousands of meat packers and rctallera who 
process, distribute and sell meat, and the 
millions of farmers and ranchers who prO' 
duce livestock. Under these conditions no 
one can control either livestock prices or 
moat prices." 

"The suit, of couEBe, is an unproved charge, 
with strong political flavors," Holmes added. 
"I am certain the company will be completely 
exonerated when all the.facts are presented.'" 
At least the company is entitled to an op- 
portunity to challenge the Implication em- 
bodied In the government's charges. And if it 
li completely exonerated, as Its president 
predicts, the people should bear. In mind that 
he branded the 'suit as a political move "to 
) shift responsibility for inflationary price 
trends." 

In view of what Mr. Holmes has said, th« 
outcome is going to make either Swift i 
company or the department of Justice look 
awfully silly.
